Our congratulations go out to 
Herman Krajewski, TEC #524, of 
Rockville, Conn. He was recently 
commissioned by President Nixon to 
serve as an assay commissioner and 
on February 9 he met with 28 other 
commissioners at the U. S. Mint in 
Philadelphia. 

The meeting, held each year on 
the second Wednesday in February, 
is to examine and test, in the 
presence of the Director of the 
Mint, the weight and quality of 
the coins provided from the Phila¬ 
delphia, San Francisco and Denver 
mints. During the year, each mint 
sets aside one coin from each 
100,000 and these coins are the 
ones tested at the yearly meeting. 

The testing process is called 
the 'Trail of the Pyx', a ceremony 
which started in England in the 
13th century and in the United 
States in 1792. 

The commissioners perform their 
duties without compensation. Each, 
however, was presented with a cita¬ 
tion and a special commemorative 
Assay Medal which Krajewski proud¬ 
ly displays. 

Herman is quite an outstanding 
numismatist. He is now the pres¬ 
ident of the Central Connecticut 
Coin Club of Manchester, Conn, and 
the Hartford Numismatic Society of 
West Hartford, Conn. Up until the 
first of the year Herman was also 
the president of the New England 
Numismatic Association. There are 
not many who can take a job of be¬ 
ing president of three clubs in 
one year and all at the same time. 

Although Herman was interested 
in elongates for many years, he 
Herman Krajewski with commemorative medal also collects many other Coins and 

currencies. He has also been a 
speaker at many coin clubs and has shown slides of many coins. No 
matter what coins he is showing at the time, Herman slips in a few 
elongated coins, much to the delight of some people. 

Herman has possibly the finest collection of Polish coins and 
currency in New England. He has exhibited non-comptitively a small 
part of his collection at many coin shows.

A TRIBUTE TO AN UNLISTED ELONGATED 

by Donald E. Sabo TEC #341 

Since the beginning of manned flight 
man has always met the challenge put to 
him. Who can fly faster, longer, higher? 
Like the Wright Brothers others of the 
Golden Age of Aviation concerned them¬ 
selves with laying the foundation for the 
coming decades of aviation technology thru 
the sport of air racing. Since air racing 
led the way for new designs, engines, etc., 
to be developed and these proto type air¬ 
craft opened new vistas for the future de¬ 
velopment of both military and commercial 
aircraft. 

Airplane races had been developed to 
a high degree as a spectator sport both in 
Europe and America in the years prior to 
W.W.I and was, in fact one of the major 
public attractions in those years when 
aviation had not yet become a significant 
part of the military and commercial scene. 
The largest aircraft producing countries 
notably France, conducted race meetings 
and specific annual contests which were in 
later years to become world famous. Of 
course W.W.I put an end to such activity, 
but at the close of the war in 1919 it was 
again stepped up with great enthusiasm. 

Following the close of W.W.I the na¬ 
ture of aircraft and the contestants 
changed greatly, no longer was it a rich 
mans sport or conducted in an atmosphere befitting a social event. A 
new era was dawning., aviation was fast becoming an established indus¬ 
try, but still the vast majority of details concerning aircraft was 
still dominated by the military. 

The first series of aircraft following the war was composed 
mainly of cleaned up military planes or similar airframes equiped 
with war developed powerplants. Because of a greater investment in¬ 
volved in the larger more complex aircraft the sportsman type pilot 
was soon eliminated from larger racing events such as the Schneider 
Trophy and Pulitzer Trophy events which were to be dominated by the 
larger aircraft manufacturers, syndicates, governments etc. The 
sporting pilots then had to be satisfied with the lower powered, war 
surplus type planes that better suited both their pocketbooks and 
piloting know how. 

While many races were held in Europe, they in reality were quite 
different than those developing in America. Since America had tech¬ 
nical, economic and geographical differences there soon evolved what 
we now call "The National Air Races". 

By the mid—1920s annual National Air Races had become well 
established and were held for periods ranging from one week to ten 
days in length and included competitive events for pilots and just 
about any type aircraft. Of course the unlimited power events were 
still to be dominated by the military, but the sportsman had practi¬ 
cally a free choice of the lesser events, that included everything

from motorcycle engines up to the practical limit of 300 horsepower. 
Of most interest to the private pilots were races for specific models 
of commercial aircraft or those using the same type powerplants. In 
these type aircraft they could have their thrill of competition and 
at the same time hold down the major investment required. 

In 1933 "The National Air Races" were held in Los Angeles, Calif¬ 
ornia, July 1st to the 4th, but were shortened to four days and re¬ 
stricted to free for all races by purely racing type planes of dif¬ 
ferent cubic inch engined groups. The National Air Races presented 
in four days all the major speed and acrobatic events that were for¬ 
merly held over a ten day span. 

To clarify what composed the "National Air Races of 1933", we 
must first define what the event consisted of. There were two major 
events "The Bendix Trophy" and "The Thompson Trophy", plus twelve 

closed course races and two speed dashes. Prior to the National Air 

Races, many sundry races were held all across the United States in 

places like Chicago and many of the contestants followed a circuit 

which would eventually lead them to the Nationals. As mentioned 
above of course, the Bendix and Thompson Trophies were the races to 
win and both were recognized as great racing achievments. 

The Bendix Trophy 

Opening the National Air Races was the first event a Transcon¬ 
tinental Race from New York City to Los Angeles. On July 1st Roscoe 
Turner flying his 900 hp. Wedell-Williams racer streaked from coast 
to coast, 2,450 miles in a record breaking time of 11 hours and 30 
minutes, at an average speed of 214.8 MPH which included four major 
gas stops. This was one of the few major speed records that would 
fall this year. Jimmy Wedell followed a close second at 209.23 MPH. 
Awarding of the Bendix Trophy signaled the beginning of the twelve 
closed course races and the speed dashes on July 2nd and 3rd. The 
Aerol Trophy Race was a 50 mile event and was the only contest open 
to women that year. Mae Haizlip flew her Wedell-Williams racer to a 
first place at 168 MPH. The fastest speeds of the closed course 
races were the Shell Speed Dashes that were flown over a 3 kilometer 
course. Diving from 1,200 feet and then low flying the course four 
times this event was also won by Roscoe Turner at 280.2 MPH and Jimmy 
Wedell again finished second at 278.9 MPH. 

The Thompson Trophy 

On July 4th grouped like a pack of race horses, six planes shot 
into the air. Roscoe Turner climbed his powerful ship to an altitude 
of 200 feet and twisted around the scattering pylon and came back 
onto the four pylon course. Turner streaked around the home pylon 
and headed into his second lap, trailing Turner, Jimmy Wedell dashed 
by on the third lap and Turner did not show up behind him. Plying 
so fast in the hazy sky filled with the odor of gasoline Turner had 
cut a pylon, (went on the inside instead of the outside of the course 
marker) on lap one and had doubled back on lap two to again circle 
the pylon. By this time Wedell was a mile ahead flying at full speed 
to a sure victory. But this proved untrue as Turner’s superior power 
soon caught up to him and he proceeded to lengthen his lead to a mile 
at the finish of the 60 mile event. 

Pate tho was to deal Turner an ill blow, the judges ruled that 
Turner should have reflown the cut pylon on his first lap and prompt¬ 
ly declared Jimmy Wedell the winner of the Thompson Trophy at a speed

of 238MPH. It is interesting to note that on September 4, 1933, Jimmy 
Wedell broke the land plane speed record and established a new worlds 
record of 305 MPH. 

So it was that the 1930s showed great promise, as many worlds 
records were to fall during the years following the 1933 races. As 
one reviews photographs of these funny looking aircraft he soon re¬ 
cognizes the improvements that were developed in latter years in our 
now famous W.W.II aircraft. We owe much to the few who pioneered 
this phase of aviation to give us our modem aircraft that now take 
us, coast to coast in only a few hours compared with Roscoe Turners 
11 hour and 30 minute flight of yesteryear. 



Recently an unlisted "National Air Races" elongated showed up, 
I think much to the surprise of everyone. As I understand all of the 
pieces were holed for use on key chains or the like. Looking closely 
at the style of lettering etc. leads me to believe it was truely 
rolled in this period. Since this coin has no border and being cur¬ 
ious I went to Mrs. Dottie Dow's book "The Elongated Collector" and 
noticed a similar appearance of the 1932 Olympic pieces Call.a #2,2a, 
2b. Possibly the person who engraved these dies had also engraved 
the air race die? So far only 9 pieces have come to light, a prom¬ 
inent California dealer purchased them all from a collector and in 
turn sold three to Mike O'Hara, a elongated dealer from Seattle, Wash¬ 
ington. Being fortunate I purchased the last remaining piece from 
Mike. If only 9 pieces exist and it is possible, this elongated could 
prove to be a great rarity to the oldie collector of both aviation 
medals and elongateds. 

Writing this paper I felt was needed as it provides again the 
much needed historical background of our elongated hobby.

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CURIOSITY AROUSES INTEREST by Yerlee Waterman TEC #525

My Statehood Series of elongated coins took me seven years to 
complete. The first produced was "Indiana" sesquicentennial and this 
was in 1966, In fact, in the beginning it wasn’t planned to be a 
complete series. I made the Mississippi Sesquicentennial, the Neb¬ 
raska Centennial and the Kentucky 175th anniversary in 1967 and it 
was about this time that I decided it would be good to do a full 
series of all 50 states. When it was announced that I intended to do 
a full series, they were an immediate success. My list of approval 
customers grew to 80 collectors, that wanted everything I rolled 
which was mostly Statehood pieces. 

It has been a long drawn out affair and there have been many 
times I have said I was sorry I ever started a large series. If it 
had not been for feeling an obligation to those collectors that had 
started collecting the series I would probably have abandoned the 
idea after about the 2nd or 3rd year. I even got several letters 
that asked if the series would be completed. There were collectors 
that wanted to collect the series, but hesitated to start unless 
they knew it could be completed. 

Now that all 50 States have been finished, I look back at the 
series with a feeling of pride and I am proud to be able to offer 
the collector, a fine series at a reasonable cost. I also appreciate 
the many nice compliments I have had concerning this series, over 
the past seven years. 

The lowest mintage for any state was 500 cents and the largest 
was 2250 cents. Most of these issues are still available by the 
single piece, but the Mississippi is in such short supply that I 
only have it available now in complete sets. 

Although I have made a number of coins of various subjects, I 
believe the elongated collectors of the future will think of me 
mostly as the producer of the Statehood Series rather than as the 
producer of my other coins. 

Hope you will all enjoy the Series. I am thrilled to have it 
completed. 

I have 
exhibited them five times and have won each time. At one coin show 
I got a "Best of Show", on this exhibit I'm proud to say. When I won 
all I could think of was, "Thank you Mr. Wagaman for making them". 

As the years go by, 
I predict these will greatly increase in value. No I don't intend to 
sell any of mine.)

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THE ELONGATED COIN HOBBY TODAY by Angelo A. Rosato TEC #23 


Many years ago, before I started to collect anything, I found 
my first elongated coin. It was rolled on a 1910 Lincoln cent. On 
the obverse side was, I thought, just a deer's head with the letters, 
"B.P.O.E." This of course represented the Benevolent and Protective 
Order of Elks. However, not knowing this at the time, or what I had, 
or the purpose of this flattened out coin, I merely tossed it into 
my other so called junk and forgot about it. 

It would be most irrelevant to relate my early interest in col¬ 
lecting. Like most of us, it all began with coins, later medals and 
still later specializing in series of medals and again like most 
phases of collecting - it was endless. 

To collect a variety of coins or medals, I had to become know¬ 
ledgeable in those I wished to obtain or had acquired. A numismatic 
library was therefore an early ambition. This was soon accomplished, 
as I sought out a cross section of literature and books for my spe¬ 
cific needs. One book was published in 1965, however and since it 
had no reference to anything I collected, my curiosity was aroused. 

I bought a copy of "The Elongated Collector" by Dottie Dow. 

With every collector going in various directions of numismatics 
or exonumia, it all seemed to me like a rat race. "Now what about 
this elongated coin thing," I thought. It could be a refreshing 
challenge. With this enchantment therefore, I sought out my first 
specimens. It was exciting as my acquisitions grew — especially 
when I acquired some of the older issues. 

To date, no one has come up with an elongated coin older than 
those made in 1893 for the Columbian Exposition. Recently it was 
rumored there was one made earlier in Europe, but thus far nothing 
to substantiate this as a fact has been revealed. Therefore, elong- 
ateds are relatively young in comparison with other phases of col¬ 
lecting. 

If one does not already know what an elongated coin is, it would 
be best to explain that in producing one, a coin, token or medal is 
placed between two steel rollers - one roller being with engraved 
design. It emerges flattened and oval in shape. The obverse is em¬ 
bossed with the design, while the reverse may retain some detail of 
the coin from which it was rolled. To go into the mechanics of the 
rolling procedures would best be saved for another article. 

Design or subjects vary in elongateds. These are most fascin¬ 
ating when one studies the workmanship involved in producing them. 
The earlier specimens were the product of fairs for souveniers. Then 
advertising cards appeared, as well as those issued by organiza¬ 
tions representative of events of the times or in honor of some per¬ 
sonality. In effect, this is not much different than the subjects 
found on many other medals. Most outstanding in the character of 
any elongated coin however, are the engravings. 

In days past, to roll a coin with subject matter thereon, steel 
dies were all engraved by hand and all in . reverse - (backwards or 
upside down as one would think of it), because when the coin passes 
between the rollers, it finishes up with the design right side up. 
This is actually the same as any hub or die readied for the striking 
of coins or medals. The only difference is the coin is rolled in¬ 
stead of being struck. 

To collect the older elongateds is as challenging as rare coin 
collecting - scarce and sometimes costly. However, modern elongateds 
have appeared on the scene reasonable in price and easily obtainable.

During the past three years new rollers have come into being, and 
today perhaps ten exist that produce them.. Most dies, however, are 
commercially engraved and somehow the nostalgic beauty has been lost. 
Nevertheless, interest is growing, as is the organization called 
T.E.C. (The Elongated Collectors.) 

There is much that could be said about the modern elongated in 
respect to design, subject matter, price or the modern engravers of 
the dies and the producers of the coins. There has been some con¬ 
troversy connected with every aspect mentioned during the last few 
years. One must keep in mind, however, that the people who produce 
the modern elongateds are usually hobbiests themselves. They repre¬ 
sent a very small group who have dedicated themselves to manufactur¬ 
ing them regardless of the varied opinions from all sides. 

Some equipment currently in operation is actually that used at 
the early fairs, while others use modern equipment. Dies are seldom 
engraved by hand on the modern issues, thus the services of commer¬ 
cial engravers is required. To make ends meet costwise, the manu¬ 
facturer sells wholesale, or else produces copies by the thousands 
for sale. Each manufacturer seeks out which is best for his own sit¬ 
uation. 

Having personally collected elongateds for nearly three years, 
my interest has covered just about every phase associated with them. 
With the aid of friendly collectors. I was able to locate a rolling 
machine, circa 1925 or so. After many weeks of research, as well as 
many trials and errors, I produced my first issues. The hours re¬ 
quired to produce this issue were many, each filled with anxieties, 
in my search to find the secrets of the "old masters". There was 
nobody to consult regarding the methods of die segements, engravings, 
or the type of steel to use. To provide myself with commercial en¬ 
gravers was to costly for my ideas of return revenue. I was deter¬ 
mined to produce the elongates in a limited amount, so as not to ex¬ 
ceed the demand. I disapproved of the idea of producing them in the 
thousands, as this would destroy the value of the specimen over the 
years. I was determined to make only enough to satisfy the needs of 
those who wanted them, and decided never to make an issue that would 
exceed a mintage of 250, unless it was a subject that might interest 
other collectors. Then the mintage might go a little higher. 

With these goals in mind, I tried my hand at engraving the steel 
dies. I met with several obstacles, but inasmuch as my profession 
is that of a jeweler, my early attempts were eventually successful. 
My professional background in design, lettering and some engraving 
experience aided me along the way. Soon I was able to cut (engrave) 
a well executed die in about fourteen hours and all of this was done 
by hand. Each die was a challenge. As the months passed by and 
aided by better hand tools and some sophisticated equipment as well 
as experience, the engraving time was cut back to an average of 
three to four hours. My subject matter was selective. Now I was in a 
position to give the collector the protection of low mintage issues, 
as well as an elongated coin that was made and produced exactly as 
it was in by-gone days. I might add, with, due modesty and respect to 
other rollers, I am the only known person in the United States who 
produces elongateds from start to finish. That is, all the designs 
and art work for the subjects is done solely by myself. Low carbon 
steel segements and engraving of these dies, along with all of the 
processes connected with the dies, are personally made by myself. 
Finally, I do my own rolling and distribution. I am proud to boast 
about this. To date I have engraved over 100 dies and in my opinion

each issue is worthy of placement in anyone's collection. To cite an 
example, the Apollo 7 Space Shot took place on October 11, 1968. 
Two hours later, the tribute subject was on the drawing board. One 
hour after "Splash Down" the first "Apollo 7” elongated coin was 
made. 

As for the elongated hobby today, it is being enjoyed by many. 
More and more collectors are joining in the search for the older is¬ 
sues. Many just seek the modern elongateds in whole or by topic. 
Some collect in "sets", which consist of those rolled on each United 
States denomination, or those on foreign coins. 

Regarding prices, there is much to be desired in the structure 
of valuation or standardization for some of the older pieces. A re¬ 
cent mail auction bidder was successful in paying $300.00 for a sin¬ 
gle elongated and yet there is no known record of how many of this 
specimen were made. No doubt, there is a need for more knowledge 
and facts pertaining to the mintage of the earlier issues of elong¬ 
ateds. 

It is with pride that I have presented to the reader this small 
portion of information pertaining to elongated coins. I hope that 
I have highlighted this interest for some collectors. I would be 
only too happy to acknowledge all inquiries on this subject if any¬ 
one cares to write to me. 

(Editors Note: It should be noted that there are at least three 
rollers in the United States that do everything concerning the pro¬ 
ducing, of an elongated coin themselves personally, with the excep¬ 
tion of turning down the blank rollers. Each of these three, would 
be entirely capable of turning their own rollers, but they say it is 
to expensive to own a lathe just for the one purpose of making 
elongated rollers.)

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HOW I STARTED TO COLLECT ELONGATED COINS-by J.Harvey Burham TEC #494 

I read with great interest the stories in the TEC NEWS and I 
note the similarity of most stories, that so many people got started 
by someone giving them a "Lords Prayer" elongate. My first one was 
an elongate from the St. Louis Worlds Pair and here is how it hap¬ 
pened. 

Over fifty years ago, I was about ten years old then, my cousin 
who lived across the street from us, came home from World War I. He 
brought home the usual souveniers, coins, paper money etc. When he 
got tired showing it around and giving some away, he handed me a 
cigar box about half full of things and said, "Start yourself a col¬ 
lection." I can still remember how proud I was. The teacher even 
had me show them in class. Every where I went I carried some piece 
of foreign money in my pocket to show off. 

Once I showed some coins to an Uncle of mine from out of town and 
he said, he would give me something to add to my collection. When he 
handed it to me he told me not to give it away, but to always keep 
it, because it would be worth something some day. I didn’t know what 
it was and he told me how he had got it at the Worlds Pair in St. 
Louis and it was an Indian head penny rolled out, with a picture of 
the Fair on it. 

Now I did have something to show. Believe it or not, later in 
the day, a neighbor gave me another one, a 1904 Theodore Roosevelt 
for president. As the years went on, I continued to add to my coins, 
some medals, postcards, phonograph records, buttons, old stamped en¬ 
velopes, first day covers and a few more elongates. A few I bought 
of those I could afford and others I traded for. It amazes me when 
I think of the large amount of nice things that friends, neighbors 
and relatives have given me. I wonder if other collectors have the 
same good luck. 

Now that I am in forced retirement, following heart surgery and 
activities limited, I get a great deal of pleasure from my various 
hobbies. I’m in the process now of mounting the elongates on cards. 
I aquired a small amount of plastic snap-lock boxes, 2" x 3", clear 
plastic. I place the elongate in a cello envelope for cents and 
staple it to the small card that will fit in the box. I staple it 
over to one side so I have room on the card to print an identifica¬ 
tion. 

I don't have a very large collection of the elongates and I didrft 
specialize. I have a variety of issues of old and new elongates. 
Five years ago I entered a case of elongated coins, in the Port City 
Coin Club spring show. I placed them in the "Odd and Curious" cata- 
gory and I won second place ribbon. Next time I expect to do better, 
with better mounting and display. I have a lot to learn about elong¬ 
ates so must get the book by Dottie Dow and also I must find how to 
get the book that lists elongates. I must also make a rubbing of one 
I have. This one is probably not listed, as a dealer gave it to me. 
The dealer didn’t know what it was and said he would leave it to me 
to find out. I'll send it to Bob Callander soon. 

The Port City Coin Club, of which I have been a member for many 
years was organized in 1938, my number is 27. I have had the honor 
of holding every office in the club at one time or other and have 
served as President on two different occasions. I have two large 
silver past presidents medals with my name on them. 

Last year the A.N.A. sent me a letter asking if I would be at 
the convention in Washington D.C. I answered that I could not go on 
account of my health. They wished to give me a 25 year medal, so I

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AN ADVENTURE IN TAXCO, MEXICO 1972 by David J. Singer TEC #423 

In all the foreign countries I have visited in the last several 
years, I did not find one elongated coin. Mexico proved to be no ex¬ 
ception. 

At the famous "Thieves Market", in Mexico City there were many 
stands displaying coins, but no-one knew what an elongated coin look¬ 
ed like. 

From Mexico City we traveled to Taxco, known as the "Silver Cap¬ 
ital of the World". Imagine my surprise when I stepped out of the 
Victoria Hotel and just across the street was a large silver sou¬ 
venir sales store and in a corner a roll out machine! 

I always carry one elongate in my wallet. Its always easier to 
show than to try to explain. The owner of the shop looked at me. I 
could see he had no Idea what I was saying. Fortunately for me there 
was a young man nearby who was bilingual and upon examining my elong¬ 
ate translated my message to the owner. 

"This American he makes souvenirs from a machine like this". 
The owners face lit up. By this time I had a 20 centavos coin slot¬ 
ted between the two blank rollers and was turning the handles. It's 
been 38 years (1934 Chicago World's Fair), since I rolled a coin 
through and I just couldn't resist trying the machine. The owner 
took the roll-out from the back of the machine and rerolled it. Now 
it was much elongated. By the expression on his face, I could see 
he was facinated. 

By a roll of his head, without a spoken word, he suggested I 
follow him. We went up a staircase, down a hall and into a room. It 
was his workshop. There were all kinds of stamping tools, motors, 
polishers, etc. He was looking at me to see if I was impressed. 
Then he had me follow him further down the hall to another room. 
Here he had silver wires and other tools and machines and in panto- 
mine showed me how he split silver wires by having them drawn thru 
various size holes. 

We returned to the elongate machine, or shall we call it a roll¬ 
er machine, on the main floor. The owner took a copper 20 centavos 
coin from his pocket and placed it between the rollers and turned 
the wheels. He handed it to me and I gave him a bright one peso coin 
for it. He interpreted it to mean that I intended him to roll that 
out, for that is exactly what he did. He looked at the elongated and 
his expression was sad. I understood it at once, for one could see 
very little on the bright coin. So I fished out some coins from my 
pocket and handed him one that was gritted and soiled. This one he 
rolled out and upon looking at it his face was one big smile. 

By this time I had learned that the roll-out machine cost the 
owner about $250.00. I hurriedly ran across the street to my room 
and came back with my super-eight color movie camera. The light in 
the corner of the store where the machine was mounted, was poor. A 
red triangle in the upper left hand corner of the viewer told me 
that, but never-the-less the Taxco Mexican owner turned the wheels 
and I recorded the event. How did the film come out? Fair, but to a 
collector of elongates, it will be interesting and enjoyable. 

Now it has occurred to me that this Mexican used all kinds of 
metal to thin out, on his machine. Perhaps he thought rolling coins 
out instead of ordinary metal would be wasteful. Is it possible it 
is against the Mexican law to deface these coins? 

Now in the future, should any of our readers chance to travel to 
Taxco, Mexico and find elongated coin souvenirs there, I'll know I 
planted the bug in one Taxco merchant's mind. 


DID YOU GET THAT NEW MEMBER TO JOIN TEC IN 72? 
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THE ELONGATED COIN MUSEUM by C. Gus Meccarello TEC #40 

I have received quite a few letters about my Elongated Museum. 
This is the full story. Since I have been collecting elongates for 
many years and my collection started to grow, I had to find a place 
to store these elongates, in fairly good order. 

What started out to be my play room, ended up as my elongated 
coin Museum. I have been asked, how I keep and display all my elong¬ 
ates. As I try to collect one of each variety elongate on different 
coins. I am what you call a set collector. 

Many of these sets are on display in 3x3 and 4x4 plastic cases, 
which are put on 1” strips of plastic 12 cases in a row. These are 
hung up on the walls of my Museum. I try to keep each rollers sets 
together, but this is quite impossible as each roller interrupts my 
arrangements of these elongates. Every so often, as each roller 
sends me more sets,I have to rearange these elongates to be in their 
order. Some of these elongates which I have that come to more than 
6 or 8 in a set. Some are as many as 21 in a set, are kept in small 
display cases. I have made these display cases and these can be 
used when ever I show ray elongates. 

Still all this does not quite give me enough room, so quite a 
few of my elongates are put in 2x2's and inserted in 20 pocket vinyl 
pages. Each roller has a separated loose leaf note book with any in¬ 
formation given to me by the different rollers pertaining to amount 
rolled, when and if dies are destroyed or defaced etc. 

The Museum also has quite a few, but not all of the first day 
issues of covers, with elongated coins in them. These alone make 
quite a collection, if one specializes. These are kept in a regular 
1st day covers album and are displayed in plastic frames. 

I have written before about dies, as the Museum has quite a few 
dies, I had to find a way to keep these to display them. Some of 
these are in plastic cubes, others are imbedded in clear plastic. I 
am still experimenting in ways to display these, as dies come in 
different shapes and sizes. You will never believe, unless you see 
these dies that some of your elongates were made from. I have dies 
that are made nine different ways. 

The Museum has three different elongating machines. These all 
are originally hand operated. Two have been connected to power with 
reduction boxes so they can turn very slowly. One of these machines 
was made in 1891. As far as my research goes, I believe that elong¬ 
ates were made before 1893. No, I do not have any elongates made 
before 1893, that is positively authenticated to be made at this 
time. I'm on the trail of three pieces, that were supposed to be 
made in 1890, 1891 and 1885. That will be another story. 

One machine has ring dies, that is a steel ring about 2^ inches 
in diameter with about ■£" thick surface where the dies are engraved. 
This die is about 1i" wide. Four different engravings can be fitted 
on this die and with continuous feed, you get four different elong¬ 
ates with each revolution of the die. 

#2 machine is a segement type. This machine has four segements 
inserted in a wide roller that is cut and machined to hold these 
dies, which are bolted to the shaft, to change these dies you only 
have to unloosen the bolts and each segement is removable, which is 
quite simple. 

#3 machine is a solid roll machine, a jewelers type roller. The 
type jewelers use to roll out gold or silver to make it thin enough 
to be made into jewelry. This has a die that slips over the solid 
roller. The die is not a complicated one to remove from this machine.

I have been asked many times which elongate in my Museum is my 
favorite. This is quite hard to say, as there are many that are 
scarce and unique. Some are older types and others are the elong¬ 
ates that were made recently. I have also seen elongates in other 
collections that I consider quite unique and rare. I am certainly 
glad that the modern rollers are keeping tract of the amount of 
elongates that they roll. As the scarcity of some of the most recent 
elongates will certainly increase in value, as the years go by. 

The Museum has many trial pieces. These are made of aluminum, 
brass, copper, lead and other types of metals r even some of leather. 
How do we come about these odd elongates? Just as at the Mint, where 
they try a new die on different metals, to see if all the features 
are sharp and clear. So do rollers try different metals at differ¬ 
ent stages of engraving a die, to see if all features they want are 
on the finished elongate. These elongates are called Progressive 
elongates. Not all rollers make these elongates. These elongates 
are usually made by rollers who hand engrave their own dies. To date 
there are over 25 rollers making elongates. 

Visitors are surprised to see the large amount of religious 
elongates on display. There are over 105 "Our Fathers", 31 "Ten 
Commandments", plus over 30 more including simulates and other 
religious types. These alone make a interesting collection if one 
is specializing. 

Many persons have visited my Museum. I have been asked how one 
goes about this, as no charge is ever asked for admission. I only 
ask a two weeks notice for an appointment to be made, as I am kept 
busy in my regular work and my free time is very limited. Anyone is 
allowed to take pictures and are free to look up any information I 
have. 

Many persons have researched in my Museum. The more information 
I can give, the more knowledgeable they are of this hobby. I also 
keep a scrapbook of any and all facts of the hobby. I hope in some 
way this will give you an idea of the Museum and which elongates are 
on display. The Museum is always willing to buy or trade for new or 
old elongates, so I can keep up with all releases. 


"TRADES UNLIMITED" by Burton Neal Levy TEC #449 

Burton Neal Levy has formed a new Modem Elongated Coin trading 
service called, "TRADES UNLIMITED". 

The main purpose of this service is to help modem elongated 
collectors expand their present collection by trading their dupli¬ 
cate coins. 

Mr. Levy, who is one of the founders of "Midwest Elongated Col¬ 
lectors", is a dedicated collector who has helped many individuals 
expand their knowledge of elongated coins.

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The Leaning Tower of Pisa, or is it Pizza. 
Well anyhow, let me tell you about an elong- 
ted coin that hae the picture of it on it. 
First let me clarify a few things, the tower I 
am referring to is not the one in Pisa, Italy, 
but right here in these United States of 
America. Niles, Illinois to be more specific. 

Puzzled? Well don't be. This one is a little spitting image of 
the real one. Not to little though, as you see the original one is 
177 feet tall and 56 feet in diameter and this one is 96 feet tall 
and 28 feet in diameter. 

Robert A. Ilg, a Chicago industrialist and inventor had this 
replica built on his country park, as a water storage tower, for 
three swimming pools. Because of the leaning of the replica, it was 
not possible to use the level and plumb line instruments that are 
normally used in construction. It was necessary to develope new 
devices, that took the lean into consideration. The Tower was dedi¬ 
cated, by Mr. Ilg, to the memory of Galelio, in 1933. Galelio used 
the original tower to demonstrate the fundamental law of the uni¬ 
verse, that objects of different weight fall at the same rate of 
speed. The Replica was used by modern day scientists to test para¬ 
chutes for the rocket re-entry. 

In I960 Mr. and Mrs. Ilg presented the site to the YMCA. The 
YMCA, constructed a building on the site and featured the Tower in 
the front, which is lit up at night and presents a very enjoyable 
sight. 


Ja, I know you are wondering about the elongated coin. Well, 
back in 1969, shortly after I made a talk on elongateds at the 
Morton Grove Coin Club and joined as a member, they had their annual 
Coin Festval and used an elongated coin as their give away at the 
door. Lloyd E. Wagaman was contacted and contracted to design and 
roll the coin for the club and a very good job he did. 

Each member got a set, of a cent and a dime with their club mem¬ 
bership number on the reverse. At the show only cents were passed 
out and they are now very scarce. Occasionally I see one at a deal¬ 
ers table at some bourse and I immediately purchase it, as I know I 
can always use it as a good trading coin, for something I would want 
from some other collector. 

If you have not already figured it out, the Morton Coin Club 
Festival was held at the YMCA at the Leaning Tower of Pisa, or we 
should say of Niles, Illinois. It has been held there for quite a 
few years now and who knows maybe there will be another elongated 
coin coming up sometime. So just wait and see.

Grove Coin Club of Chicago, Illinois. Lets see you get more Henry!!

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POUR HISTORICAL HOUSES 

Mr. Rogers, who has been a regular coin collector for twenty- 
years, has recently joined the ranks as an elongated coin collector 
and roller. For his first issues Chester has chosen four historical 
houses in Beverly, Mass, dating as far hack as 1636. Chester 
describes them as follows: 

THE BALCH HOUSE 1636 - is located at 448 Cabot St., Beverly, 
Mass. Built during 1636 by John Balch, who came from Somerset Coun¬ 
ty, England with Captain Gorges in 1623. He was one of the five Old 
Planters who received a grant of one thousand acres at the head of 
Bass River. The House is the oldest in New England, of which there 
is written record. It has been enlarged, but the original structure 
may be seen at the Northeast comer of the building and the succes¬ 
sive stages of alteration are indicated in the attic. It is open to 
the public every day. 

STANDLEY HOUSE - 1700 - Located at 122 Standley Street, Beverly, 
Mass. Built on land conveyed to George Standley in 1671; the charm 
and atmosphere of colonial times has been retained. 

YE OLD MEETING HOUSE - 1682 - Prom an old drawing of this or¬ 
iginal House; Not standing today. 

WOODBERRY TAVERN - 1690 - Located on Hale Street, Beverly, Mass, 
has not lost it's Historical Charm.

When visitors 
pass through the stockade fence gateway they can forget today and 
live in the past. 

"350th ANNIVERSARY OP GLOUCESTER, MASS., 1623 - 1973" 

Gloucester in Massachusetts is an ancient Port of the permanent 
English settlements and has only Jamestown and Plymouth preceding it. 
Gloucesters first settlers came from the Plymouth Colony at Plymouth. 
In the third year, 1623, of the Plymouth settlement there were some 
among the brethren who disagreed with the majority in the matter of 
interpreting Scripture. Now the one thing a Plymouth Minority of 
those days could not do, was to disagree with the majority in reli¬ 
gious matters, not if they wished to continue to dwell in peace and 
quiet in the Colony. The insurgent ones were rounded up by Governor 
Bradford and told to betake themselves quickly to some distant part 
of the Colony. Gloucester is where they arrived but was then known 
as Cape Ann. Later named Gloucester after Gloucester, England where 
the settlers had came from.

WHAT IS AN ELONGATED WORTH by Eric Goodwin TEC #520 

Although I had been collecting elongateds for four years, I did 
not really appreciate their value until I produced my first two 
issues. 

First I paid $9.00 for a new axle for my machine so that I could 
exchange die rings easily. I invested in 8 die rings at $8.00 each. 
The engraver charged $35.00, to transfer my art work to a flat metal 
plate plus $15.00 for a minor change in the design. Then $15.00 for 
setting-up the 3-dimension engraving machine and $30.00 each for en¬ 
graving 2 designs on a ring. Not counting the axle, this represents 
an investment of $140.50 plus 5% sales tax. 

After setting up the die in my roller, I wasted many pennies 
in getting the proper adjustment and avoiding errors. Then began a 
period of experimenting with back surfaces and also finding out that 
hand rolling 50 coins per day was a rather boring process. Believe 
me I think elongateds are a bargain at 500 each. Oh, I almost for¬ 
got, all the hours spent traveling back and forth to the engravers 
office.
